London, Nov. 10. — Tho Central News 
correspondent! in St. Petersburg says : 
" While tho Czar's body was in tha church 
in Yalta on the evening of tho departure for 
Moscow Boldiers and civilians crowded 
round it to bid it; adieu. They kissed ar- 
dently tho hands, face and hair, although, 
owing to delay in embalming, the face was 
bluo and showed signs of decomposition. 
The ooremony of bidding the Czar adieu is 
rogardod as a Bacred right of tho poople, 
and it will bo repeated in Moscow and St. 
Petereburg. In Yalta, oven foreign prin- 
ces were oompellod by Ruaaian custom to 
kiss the dead man's cheeks, 

Moscow, Nov. 10. — Tho funeral arohes 
and BignB of mourning multiply from hour 
to hour. The streets of the city look as if 
thoy woro between Bolld blocks of black and 
whito. Framod portraits of Alexander III 
are in hundrodu of windows. Several rich 
families havo brought deoorations from St. 
Petersburg to drape their houses. Tho 
mourning Bhopa are filled with buyers ftEcl 
the gold and silversmiths aro working their 
men night and day to fill the ordera for 
memorial wreaths. Tho Siberian Cossacks 
oorpa will send to the cathedral a ailvor 
wreath eight feet in diameter with crossed 
sword and scepter, joined in the middle 
with a crown. The nobility and landed pro- 
prietors of Odessa and Moscow havo ordored 
many Bilver wreaths with palm branches 
crossed upon thorn. The Italian, Frenoh 
and Koglish colonies of Mosoow have order- 
ed pieces of Eimilar design. 

Tho Grand Duke SergiuB and party of 
uniformed officials, three abreast, ablaze 
with decorations, arrived at tho station, 
with several ladies of tho court, shortly be- 
fore 4 o'olock yesterday. In anticipation of 
their coming tho building had been covered 
with black and white. They woro mot by 
the prinoipul officials of tbo city and after a 
cordial eKohange of greetings were taken to 
the palace. 

A Btand has been erected in tho Kalant- 
Bohov square, near tho station, so bb to 
enable tho poople to witness tho recoptlon 
of tire body. All trra streets through whioh 
the 'body will paaa to the Kremlin aro 
decorated profusely. Priests will Btand be- 
fore tho doora of every ohurch on tho route 
and will salute and conduct services as the 
body goes by. At tho Vicrge Iberique 
chapel the clergy-will wait with the mirocu 
lous diamond-set im»go of the virgin. Just 
in front of tho coffin will be carriod the 
standard of tho Bomanr fTs, tho old atandards 
of the crowns of Poland, Siberia, Georgia, 
Tuuria and Aatraohan, the historical 
insignia of Moscow and the Imperial 
insignia of St. Petersburg. Tho latter, with 
Alexander Ill's sword, loft St. Petersburg 
for this city yosterday. MoBt of the princes 
and princesses who will attend the funeral in 
St. Petersburg will live at the winter palace. 
Alma have been given to more than 25,000 
of this city'a poor in observance of the 
Czar's death. An imperial convoy is 
readiness at Kharkoff to accompany tho 
Czar'a body to St. Petersburg. The pro 
grass of the funeral train is very impressive, 
people along tho route turning out en masse 
to do bonor to the memory of tho dead 
Czar. 

It is announcod that the body will prob 
ably loavo Mobcow on tbo 12th, and will lie 
in St. Petersburg only threo days. This 
haBtc is unprecedented, but it is stated that 
the funeral must be held soon owing to the 
delay in embalming. Seventy foreign 
princes havo given notico of their intention 
to attend tho funeral. Tho Bpace is so limit 
ed that tho ombasBy staffs will probably bo 
unable to enter tho cathedral. Nicholas II 
intends to occupy tha Empress CAthariuo's 
apartments in tho winter palaoe. The rooms 
havo not been used sinco hor death. 

A herald, with trumpeters in picturesque 
costumoB, proolaimed to tho citizens this 
morning that tho funeral services at tho 
Cathedral of tho Archangel would begin at 
ten o'clock to morrow. Tho horald was ao- 
conipanind by tho aooretary of tho senate. 
A squadron of cavalry cleared tho way 
for them. Tho trumpeters blow their blasts 
and then, at noon, tho first announcement 
waa made. Afterwards they traveraed the 
chief streets, reading tho announcement in 
prominent places. Hushed crowds liatoned. 
Tne whole rente from tho station to the 
cathedral, a distance of two and a half miles, 
draped with black, relieved with 
whito Russian creases. Men will work all 
night completing the mourning archi s. Wiu- 
do.va along tho routo of tho procession havo 
boon lot at onormoua prieos. This afternoon 
thousands of peasants arrived 'n town and 
crowded tho streets and open Bpacos. 

In its description of tho doparturo from 
Livadia tho Official MeoaoDgor Bays that tho 
Emperor's aword from the Ruaso-Turkish 
war was fastened to tho cJIin. After com- 
menting on tho self-possession of thj? Czarina 
it Bpoake of tho firmness of hor step as she 
walks at tho hoad of tho family. Tho cor- 
roopondont adds : " Everybody understands 
the profound grief of tho Emproas but fow 
realizo tho fortitudo with whioh tho Em- 
press onnBort boars her cross. She is a 
model to all womon. The resignation with 
whioh aho endures hor loss ia truly Chris- 
tian." 

St. PETERSBURG, Nov, 10 — Tho funoral 
of Alexander III will tako place on Novom- 
ber 17. This date has boon sot definitely, 
and tho Russian ambassadors and ministers 
who had boon notifiod that tho funoral 
would tako place on tho 20th havo boon re- 
quested to hasten their preparations to 
return. Porsons of all olasses aro hurrying 
by thousands to tho towns at whioh tho 
funoral train will halt for the celebration of 
masaos. Tho body ia oxpeotod to arrive in 
Moscow to-nurrow. 

An official order as to tho period of mourn- 
ing has boon issued. Tho mourning will last 
one year. Tho Czar and tho Grand Dukes 
will bis in full mourning to tho end oi tho 
period. The Czarina and tho Grand Duoh- 
ess will bo in full mourning for throo mouths. 
At tho closo of ovory third month of tho re- 
maining nino, thoy will lay aside part of 
their mourning, thus resuming gradually 
their usual habits. High Russian offioialB 
aro requirod to keop their rooms and houaos 
draped for a yoar.

Chinese Menof-War Outside 
Arthur Ordered to Attack 
the Japanese.

Germany's Fleet to Obey Orders of 
British Admiral If Call- 
ed Upon. 



London, Nov. 10. — A Berlin diBpatoh 
says the Gorman Admiralty haa wired tho 
Admiral commanding tho German tquadron 
on tho Chinese station to ohoy the orders of 
the British Admiral in certain possible 
eventualities. 

A Daily News dispatch from Paris says 
that Franco seems disposed to entertain the 
idea of a European conference ou the Chi- 
neso- Japanese war. 

It is said that tho powors have urged 
Chinu to negotiate for peaco diroctly with 
Japan, and they havo secured Japan's prom- 
iao to moot the overtures in a bonovolent 
spirit. 

A dispatch from Shanghai states that the 
Chinese mon-of-war remaining outside Port 
Arthur have beon ordered to attaok tho Jap- 
anese fleet that is blockading that port and 
preventing the egress of a number of Chinese 
warships now lying there. 

A Shanghai dispatch says the Emperor of 
China is Buffering from fever. The same 
dispatch a»ys the power of Li Hung Chang 
is gradually waning. Thirty thousand Chi- 
nese are waiting the opportunity to leave 
Now Chwang. 

A Chemulpo dispatch says tho vice-ohair- 
man of t ho Korean council of state, Kithaku, 
has beon assassinated as a reault of the in- 
tense «nti- Japanese feeling. 

The Tokio correspondent of the Central 
News says: "Unofficial reports say that 
General Oyama has captured tho Tolrene 
Wan batteries and Kin Chow, that Port 
Arthur has been invaded and the two outer 
forts have been taken, and that a Cbineee 
steam torpedo layer haB been captured. 
The atoamer conveying tha official dispatoh 
has not reached Chemulpo yet. Mr. Otorl, 
formerly Japancao minister in Seoul, has 
been mado a privy councillor in recognition 
of hia aervices." 

A telegram dated Fuaan, November 9, 
Bays that the Japanese have quelled the 
Langshan rebellion completely. In refer- 
ence to tho search of tho atoamer Gaolicand 
tho arreat of two Americans on the steamer 
Sydney, I learn that tho United States will 
not protect any of its citizens who give 
assistance to the combatants. 

Yokohama, Nov. 10 — Rumors aro cur- 
rent hero to the elfect that the Japanese 
have suffered a reverse ut Port Arthur. 

The missionaries of tho Presbyterian 
■ahuroh of Ireland who havo been working 
in Manchuria havo left tho interior and ar- 
rived at Nowchwang. 

The Japanese have undoubtedly captured 
Talienwan, a short distance north of Port 
Arthur. The Chinese fleet is reported to 
havo arrived at Wei-bai-woi. 

Washington Citv, Nov. 10.— This gov- 
ernment haa again beon a*kcd to intervene 
in the China-Japan war. Tho request from 
Cbina la that tho United Statea co oporato 
with Groat Britain, Ruasia, Germany, 
France and Italy to stop tho war. China 
sets forth at length tho present status of 
hostilities, and says she always rosognizod 
tho independence of Korea, and ia willing to 
continue to do ao. Moroovor, sho will pay 
Japan an indomnity to defray that country's 
oxpnnsea in tho war. 

HlBOSIUMA, Nov. 10 —At a meeting yes- 
terday tho cabinet ministers discussed a 
number of diplomatic questions. Although 
it is ouppoaod that tho aeoond Japancao 
army is in poBaession of Kinohow, no official 
reports of tho occupation of that pluco have 
been rocoivod. By order of tho Jupanoso 
commander the Chinese tolograph lino from 
Port Arthur to Tiontsin, via Kinchow, has 
beon aut. 

CHEMULPO, Nov. 5, — Thoro aro furthor 
rumors that Japanese troops havo boon 
landed on tho coast to tho southward of 
Seoul. Tlioir object io the subjection of tho 
long Haka, who oro very troublesome. 

Kill Nak, vico-prcsidont of tho oounoil of 
state, who was appointod by Japanoao in- 
fluence, was ussassinatod ou Octobor 30. 
The anti Japanese fooling ia intenso. Fivo 
hundrod Japanese troops have roturuod in 
conflcquenoo.

Vancouver, Nov. 10. — (Spocial)— Tho 
Countess of Aberdeen to-day addressed tho 
women of Vancouver on the organization 
and aims of the National Council of Womer. 
The attendance was large, and Her Lady- 
ship'a very interesting address received tho 
oareful attention of the gathering. 

His Excellency and the Countoes visited 
the Indian Mission this morning and were 
loyally received by tho inhabitants. Tho 
following sentences appear in tho address : 

'* We, as descendants of the aboriginal 
settlers in British Columbia, also wish to 
welcome Your Excellenoy and the Countess 
of Aberdeen, because of the many good 1 
deeda you havo dono, and the interest you 
tako in making better your fellow men, and 
the worthy oxample you set in your owu 
lives." 

" We deBlro to cill your attention to tho 
following faots : When Governor Douglas 
represented Her Majesty in this oolony 
we of this mission were given a tract 
of land containing 250 aorea. Some sixteen 
years agoasurvey wasmade by the Dominion 
government allowing us only about 38 acres. 
Wo olaim that we are entitled to the full 
amount of 250 aorea as apportioned to us by 
Governor Douglas. Wo truat that knowing 
Your Excellency'a kind hoart you will make 
inquiries into the matter and Bee justice 
done to us, remnants of the great race that 
first peopled this provinco." 

His Excellency, in roforring to this, Bald 
he was unacquainted with tho facts of tho 
oa8e, but would look into the matter and 
communicate with tho authorities. 

RepreBentativL'8 of the Lower Fraacr 
Indians then presontod a long list of griev- 
ances to the Governor-General. They were 
not, they aaid, treated aa fairly as tho U. S. 
Indiana ; that they did not get relief from 
tho recent floods, being almost ignorod, al- 
though the distroBB amoug them was groat ; 
that tho fishing regulations prevented them 
from earning their liviDg, otc. 

Hia Excellency anawered aB ropreBonta- 
tive of tho Great Mother that ho would 8eo 
that the matter was laid boforo his ad- 
visors. 

In tho evening His Exoellenoy and the 
Countess hold a rooeption at Hotoi Vancou- 
ver, when h largo numbor of citizens woro 
present.

How tie Nakusp and Slocan Railway 
Has Aided Interior 
Development. 



Ore Shipments -How Mines Are Be 
ing Opened Up— Showings 
ill Slocan Star. 

(From tho Slocan Timos.) 

Another ehipmont of sixty tons will bo 
made from the Mountain Chief shortly. 

The firab shipment by rail from tho Fisher 
Maiden will amount to sixty tons or there 
about. G. W. Hughos has acquired the 
greater part of R. Ewart'a interest in this 
mine and now controls thirty-four sixtieths. 

It is roportod that the Washington will 
atart work on the 15th. Partioa oonnooted 
with tho Kansas City smoltor may beoome 
intorostod in tho property. 

Tho Alpha mine is Bending ore down to 
Silvorton steadily at tho rate of ton tons a 
day. Winter qunrtors are now completed 
on tho mine, or nearly so, on tho anowshed 
principle. 

J.JJ. Moynahan returned on Thursday 
from a trip to Spring and Boar crooks. He 
aaya J. A. Finch's properties are looking 
first rato. 

George Aylurd, who is superintending on 
the Silvor Bell and HuBtlor, has started to 
drift on the vein. The property is looking 
woll. 

One hundred and fifty tona of ore, worth 
at least $15,000, h-ivo been shippod from 
Three Forks up to November 3. 

An extraordinary showing of cloan ore 1b 
to be seen in one of tho slopes in tho Slocan 
Star. Byron White measured eight foot 
across of clean high-grado galena, without a 
trace of oouutry rocs; or zinc or other biBe 
metal in it. 

Jack McKinnon brought down somo fine 
specimens of high-grade galena from Ten- 
Mile creek. 

L, H. Briggs returned on Thursday from 
a visit to the Cariboo creek mining osmp. 
There are throe outfits at work on placer 
ground on Cariboo creek, and one of them 
has got to bedrock. But, so far, the ground 
has not been proved. 

On Tuesday a camp waa foj'mod at Rash- 
dall'a preemption and two gangs of men 
went to work, ouo paid gang and a force of 
voluntoer labor. The progress mado has 
been remarkable. Tho only bad place on 
the road is tho guloh at the high treatlo thiB 
side of the canyon, but it will be ousy to get 
down to tho bed of the creek on thiB side of 
the concentrator without a switchback. 

It is now possible to got on the cars and 
ride to Throe Forks, and the skeptios are 
confounded. The road will be operated just 
aa long as there is freight to bring into the 
country, or ore to take out of it. Shipmont 
of the 800 tons of Slooan Star ore, which haB 
been Btored at Three Forks since last win- 
tor, has been begun, and it will all be cleaned 
np at a rapid rate. Three Forks, the present 
terminus of the road, situated at the junc- 
tion of the south fork, Seaton oreek and the 
north fork of Carpenter creek, as the ship- 
ping point of all the Slooan mines except the 
Mountain Chief and those in the Silverton 
district and the Idaho baain, ia oertain to 
have a busy and prosperous winter. At 
least seven thousand tons of ore will be 
teamed into Thrso Forks this winter, and 
thence shipped- out by the Nakusp and 
Slocan railway, 

(From tho Nakusp Lodgo.) 

Work will be commenced on the No. 1 at 
Ainsworth in a short time. 

Cameron Bros., of Kaslo, have a prospect 
on Woodbury creek that assays show to run 
from glO to $70 in gold. 

Bob Yuill haa a claim on the same Iedg6 
an the Ben Hur, on the south fork of Kaslo 
oreek. It was located in 1892, and is 
called the Daisy, 

Four men aro working on tho Antoine, a 
claim in the Surpriso Luain. Thia property 
is allowing up well, and will ship 100 tons of 
oru thiB winter. 

At tho Bluebell mine, on Kootenay lake, 
a primitive concentrator is in use, the rook 
running two and a half into one. The ore 
assayB about 00 ounces in ailvor and 50 per 
cent. lead.. 

Briggs Bros., of Minnesota, have eloven 
claims on the south fork of Kaslo creek, 
about ten milos from Kaalo. On ono of them, 
the Ben Hur, they have dono considerable 
work. 

Tho Surprise, adjoining the Noble Five 
group, is working five mon, which number 
will bo increased to twelve in a short time. 
This is one of tho richest claims in tho Slo- 
can, tho oro ranking noxt to tho Dardauollea 
in high grudo. About 300 tons of oro will 
bo shipped thia winter, oither via Kaslo or 
N.tKUsp, tho cost of transportation alone de- 
termining the route. 

At the commencement of tho month pro- 
vincial officer Fauquier mado his returns to 
the Gold Commissioner of the mining records 
made by him in thia vicinity. Twenty-three 
companies, or 162 interests, weru engaged at 
placer mining on Cariboo creek, ten com- 
panies taking out gold, which was valued at 
§17 an ounce. There were 75 men employed 
at an averago wage of $2 50 per day. Of 
the properties rtakod out 100 were creek 
claims and two bars, with 19 aluices, 5 
shaftB, 1 tunnel and .'J water-wheels. 

Chester' Glass, of Spokane, owned a claim 
in the Siocan callud the Purcoll. (Hubs senr, 
a man to do tho assessment work, which it 
ia stated he did not: do, but recorded tho 
work ua being done. During tho summer 
Goodonough, Kent, Thompson, Wbittier 
and Martin discovered u four-foot ledgo of 
vory high grado galena on a fruction of ter- 
ritory between tho Texas, Rico and Puroell. 
Thoy staked it under tho namo of tho Good- 
enough, and in doing no run their Btakea 
over a part of the Purcell. Glass thinks the 
ground is his, hut tho owners of tho Good- 
onough Bay that the ledgo thuy aro working 
waa never slaked before, although they ad- 
mit that they slaked over a part of the l'ur- 
coll. 

Sinco tho railway reached Thrco Forks tho 
Slocan Star has been shipping ore at tho rate 
of fifty tons pur day, and ihia record will bo 
kept up for fully two weeks to come, Tho 
approximate valuoof tho oroB of the diBlricl 
shippod during Octobor waa in tho neighbor- 
hood of $48,000. 

(From tho Vornon News.) 

With tho exception of a fow finishing 
touches the grist mill is now in running 
order. Stoam has boon kept up for tho last 
few daya, and grinding will begin thia week. 
Mr. Ellis has received a considerable quan- 
tity of wheat, and confidently states that 
tho Hour which ho will soon bo placing on 
the markot will bo found second to none. 

Muny old timers in this district will hoar 
with regrot tho uows of tho death on Friday 
last of Mr. Isadoro Bouoherle at Okunugan 
Mission. Mr. Bouchono wus ono of tho 
earliest settlors of Misaion vulley, where ho 
has resided for about thirty-two yours, Ho 
had boon ulso a Cariboo miner in tho early 
days of tho gold excitement, and thero 
accumulated considerable wealth, which 
was afterwards materially increased by 
judioioua investments in cattle in (his dis- 
trict. Although his oxaot ugo waa not 



known, ho is supposed to have been above 
00 yeara old, and for the paat few yours haB 
been in feeble health. Tho deceased was a 
native of France, and of Huguenot descent. 

Mr. L. Norris statea that the wagon road 
is now praotioally completed from Pentloton 
to Midway. Mr. Louis Christien will con- 
tinue work on the Beotion between MoKin- 
ney and Rock Creek until hard frost Beta in, 
and will widen tho grade and otherwise im- 
prove tho roadbed. 

Letters received from tho lower country 
stato that the millers on the United States 
Bide of tho line are pushing a very ohoop 
grade of flour in that distriot, made from 
the slightly damaged 20 cont wheat. 

Kirkpatrick & Allen have apparently 
struck a good thing in their new placer 
olaim on Siwash oreek. Tho result of lust 
week's "clean-up," although noither of 
thorn worked full time, was §76 in oourso 
gold.

TRADE REVIEWED. 

Increased Confidence in Business Prospects— 
Business Failures in the U.S. and 
Canada. 

New York, Nov. 9. — Bradstroot's says: 
Interest in tho elections has naturally 
tended to restrict tho volume- of trade, 
but there is an increased confidence in 
tho prospects of the near future. Tho 
bank clearings at 75 cities throughout tho 
United States this week amount to 
S950,000,000, or 25 per cent, more 
than in tho previous wook, and 
only twenty por cent, smallor than 
in the corresponding wook two yoirs 
ago. Special telegrams from Halifax re- 
port gains in almost all tho towns, with 
collections improved. Thero is also an im- 
provement in wholesale lines at Toronto, 
tho colder weather having stimulated 
business, but prices aro unchanged. Re- 
tail trade is stimulated at Montreal, but 
jobbers report collections less prompt 
than a year ago, and tho volume of busi- 
ness not eijual to expectations. The 
bank clearings at Hamilton, Toronto, 
Montreal and Halifax amount to $22,544,- 
551, a largo increase compared with tho 
proceeding woe'-, when tho total was $16,- 
1(72,237. 

R. 0. Dun A Co. say that the reports 
of failures aro on the wholo encouraging 
in comparison with last year. The 
failures during tho past week have been 
201 in the United States, against 358 last 
year, and 42 in Canada against 37 last 
year. There have boon a fow failures of 
consequence during tho week, but nono 
of an extensive influence.

More Expert Testimony Taken Before 
Jnilft-e Hole— Differences 
of Opiulou. 



"Was it a Suicide ? -Trial Adjourned 
to Tuesday For Further 
Testimony. 



New Westminster, Nov. 10 — (Special) 
— HrB. Lister, reoilled by a juror, said the 
ohildron were not crying whon aho entered 
the house ; the pillow looked as if ib had 
slipped from the bed to tho floor. 

Dr. McKechnie (not McEachcrn as pre- 
viously incorrectly stated), recalled, said 
that on examining the body he found bruises 
on tho lege, not sufficient to draw blood, 
also a bruise on tho front of tho right wriBt. 
Thero was no expression of fear on dBcoased'a 
features. 

To Mr. Davis— Tho abrasion on tho wrist 
would not attraot attention uoder ordinary 
oiroumatancoa ; ib had been iufliotod com- 
paratively reoently. 

Mr. Davis, for tho defonco, said ho would 
call several medical men to show that tho 
deceased was «jutto able to havo firod tho 
Bhoo horself. There was other evidence, 
whioh for tho aako of the prisoner's family, 
he would as soon not have mentioned. 

Dr. Walker said ho had been praotihing 
seven yoara, His arm meanured 27}- laches. 
A similar experiment waa tried by Dr. 
Walker to that tried by Dr. MoKeohnle. 
It waB found that Dr. Walker could pull 
the trigger of the pistol ab the angle dooided 
upin 19js inohos away with both hands, 
and 1 4-i inches away with one hand. Wit- 
ness said he saw no reason why the deconsed 
could not have shot horself at a distance 
from tho body of an inch and a half less 
from tho body than he. 

To Mr. Leumy— Could not eay whother it 
was customary for suicides to hold the 
woapon close to them. Ho thought tho de- 
ceased might have committed suioido ; fur- 
ther experiments showed that the weapon 
could not be Bred at the distance mentioned 
without being first cooked ; tho pistol was a 
solf-oocker. Witness, continuing, said that 
suioides generally act hurriedly, without 
calculating the distance ; tho fatal wound 
might have been self- inflicted. 

To Mr. Davis— Ho thought that deceased 
could have fired tho shot at two inohos less 
than he could from the body. 

Dr. Cooper was then called and examined 
on tho Bame lines as Dr. Walker, the trig- 
ger being pulled ab arm's length and 
tho pistol being dropped from the 
hand. Tho length of hia arm is 263 inches. 
He pulled the trigger with one hand 
at 16 1 16, and with two hands at 18j 
inohea. Tho Bhot could have been tirod by 
the deceased an inoh nearer than ho. Wit- 
ness continued that a conoidal bullet, when 
striking anything in its course, turns on itB 
axis. It is impossible to tell from tho direc- 
tion of tho wound in tho body from what 
angle tho bullet came to the body. The 
wall of the cheat and the cavities of the 
heart might change the bullet's couree, 

Justice Bole : This boars out what I aaid 
yesterday about a piece of tissue paper at a 
certain angle diverting the course of a bullet. 

The Witness — I havo had over a hundred 
cases of bullet wounds. I heard Dr. Mo- 
Kechnie'a evidence, and still state that the 
bullet might have been deflected. I heard 
the doctor say the wound was elliptical, that 
a ephero-conoidal bullet, if fired at an angle 
would make an elliptical wound This 
would give an impression that tho bullet 
was fired at an angle, but if the probe was 
dropped into the wound and of its own ao- 
cord followed the course of the wound, it 
would not convince me that the bullet had 
nob been diverted. Women, as a rule, are 
nob supposed to reaoh as far as men. My 
experience is that men-auicidea shoot at the 
head, women ab the heart, 

Dr. 0. W. Bogga woa subjected to the 
same oxperimenta. With an arm 2S 1-16 
inoheB ho pulled the trigger at 1 8 3 * inches 
from the body. He Baid : The deceased 
could firo at a distance of two inches leea 
from the body than I ; in oases of suicide 
tho shot is fired from a smaller rather than 
a greater distanae ; in determining whether 
the wound was homicidal or suicidal if the 
clothing was burnt or abarrod it would point 
to suioido ; the clothes of deceased in the 
present caso would give him no gaido us to 
whether it was homicide or Buioide ; a de- 
viation of the bullet might or might not 
tako place in the present csbo ; if tho bullet 
were found below the point of entry it might 
indicato tbo angle of tho bullet. A woman 
cannot roach as well aa a man, for that rea- 
son she cannot throw a stono. 

To a Juror— In reaching forward her arm 
a womun's night drebs and dressing gown 
might bo thrown from tho body. 

Mr. Davis wanted tho lust question illus- 
trated by tho witness. 

Tho Cr >wu Attornoy objeoted. 

Mr. Davie suid ho could not get a lady to 
come into court for the purpose of experi- 
menting, drejBcd in her night dross and 
droesiiiK gown. 

Dr. Da Wolf Smith's arm measured 253 
inohes, tho aamo length as that of the de- 
ceased ; tho pistol waB, lie aaid, fired with 
ono arm at 18:^ inches dia.ant ; ho thought 
the woman could fire a pistol ut heraolf 
from a distance ot 18 inches. 

Tho Lobb case, wuh ro-oponed at 2:115, and 
tho examination of medical oxpocta for 
defenco was continued. 

Dr. Ball-Irving, of Vancouver, aaid ho 
had been acquainted with forceps sinco ho 
was able to use thtm. His ODinion was that 
in giving evid'neo ai to a gunshot wound a 
man oould not be too careful, us tho unexpect- 
ed bo often happonB. Tho track of tho bul- 
let in the body was no ground on which to 
form an opinion as to tho line of tiro. Ho 
had soon bullets deflected by tho clothing or 
skin of the body — hoavy bullets, too. It 
waB posBibln that tho bullet was dt fleeted 
by dooeaaed'a clothing. Thero won quite 
enough oloth in the garment produced to 
dt floot the bullot. No person was author- 
ized to say positively ua to tho distance tho 
Bhot oould be firod from tho body— homoaut 
as to an inoh or two. All ho could swear to 
was he thought tho shut wub firod not leas 
than nix inoheB, and not more than two foot 
from tbo body. On ono ocouBion whon ho 
firod off a rusty rovolvor the shot did not 
leavo tho barrel of tho pistol. 

Justice Dole : It dopends, doeB it not, on 
the escape of gus boUveoii the oylindor and 
the long barrel '/ 

Witness— Yes, that is what J wanted to 
get at. 

To tho Crown : The witness aaid he was 
firmly of opinion that tho fatal shot could 
havo been fired with similar reBulta at a dis- 
tanco of Bix inchosfrom tho body; ho be- 
llevod tho musoleaof tho body would deflect 
a bullet just aa well iib tho bono ; had booh a 
caso whore a ahot waB firod point blank at 
on Indian's body snd the bullet had been 
diverted by tho mueolea or tho faaola cover- 
ing tho muBolos, a.'ul waa lying aide- 
ways in an opposljo direction to what 
it muab havo gone In. There was 
another oaao ho mot with whoro tho bullot 
came Into oontaob with tho fascia and trav- 



elled around the man's body. He thought 
bio expere evidence wished to prove more 
than it can prove. Indicia in ouch oasea are 
not reliable. Undoubtedly he would ex- 
pect to find moro Bingeing or burning in a 
wound ab six inches than at two foot. 

At, this Btogo His Lordship experimented 
at different distances and angles, for hia own 
satislaution, and went through the panto- 
mime of committing suicide on tho bench 
and allowing the weapon to fall from his 
limp hand. 

Tho witness continuing said ho thought 
tho basis on whioh Mr. Tisdale was working 
when ha made hia experimenta was wrong. 
In other words, ho ventured to say that if a 
number of difforenb cartridgea our, of the 
same box were fired at the Bame diatanoe no 
two of them would give exactly tho sumo re- 
sults. In some cases tho powder might be 
caked and could not loavo similar marks to 
powder in perfeab oondition. 

Tho Crown— How many auicidea have you 
had J 

Tho Witness— Two. 

Tho Crown— And did you gather anything 
aa to how the shot was fired ? 

Tho Witness— Yea, I know all about it. 

Tho Crown— How did you arrivo at your 
conclusions ? 

Tho Witness— Well, they did not kill 
themselves and tell mo about it after tho 
shooting. I think tho appoaranco of tho 
wound no indication of the angle of firo. So 
much depended on tho position of tho body 
whon the shot waB firod. 

Mr. Davia— This witness waa aubptunaed 
by the Crown. I saw him only a few 
minutes boforo tho oourt opened. 

The Witness— Whon I made tho romark 
I did not think I would bo of any uso to the 
prosecution. 

Tho Crown— I called him in good faith for 
information. 

Dr. Johnson, Vancouver, aaid — Tho path 
of a bullet ia not a safe basiB upon which to 
fix the angle of firo. 

To the Crown— Do you think thab a 
suioido would only fire a pistol by holding 
ib in front of him and pulling the trigger 
with his thumb ? So much deponda on tho 
poraon ; I came acroBB a case where a per- 
son fired a bullet from an Irieh con- 
stable's platol and tho bullet struck the body 
aidewaya. 

Dr, Bentley, phyBician at the Westminster 
asylum : 1 made teste ua to the distance a 
wound could be solf-in flioted ; I camo to the 
conclusion that it could be done at from 
twelve to fifteen inches. 

The arm test was bried with Dr, Bentloy. 
It was found that with an arm of inohes 
the witness could commit euioiclo 21 inches 
from hia body, and nt an anglo of 34 degrees, 
A murmur of astonishment went through 
the court when it was known that Dr. Bent- 
ley had broken the record in tho arm test. 

Tho Witness : Docoased could havo fired 
the Bhot at 15 inches. If anything the re- 
coil in firing would jork the arm further 
away. A woman Bhoots herself in the body 
aa a rule whon committing aulcide. I think 
a woman would hold a revolver further away 
than a man. 

Tho Crown — Have you roceivod a sub- 
pwoa in thia case ? 

Witneaa— Yes. 

The Crown— When I 

Witneaa— To-day. 

Tho Crown— Haven't you been very at- 
tentive at this court before you wore sum- 
moned ? i 

Witneaa — Some of the time; I waaaBked 
by priaoner'a brother aa a friend to attend 
and watch tho oase tor him, 

To the Crown — Have had no experience 
of gunshot wounds ; read somewhere that 
women shot themselves in the body whon 
committing suicide ; I can give -you no more 
particulars about wounds. 

To Mr. Davia— I had qo sloop laet night ; 
I was very busy on the Asylum investiga- 
tion ; my memory is bad to-day ; I did not 
want to be called. 

CounBol for tho accused — Those are all the 
witnesses. I waa to call two from Nanaimo 
to show that the deceased had mentioned 
committing suioide, brat 'I received a tele- 
gram from Nanaimo laying that I could not 
get tho witneaa without a subpoena. 

Justice Bole was then asked by Mr. Davis 
to deoido whether the oasa -should bo ad- 
journed until Tuesday for the purpose of 
getting the witnesses mentioned, or whother 
he should be obliged to go on without them. 
The Crown Attorney was very Indignant 
at the statement cf Mr. Davis, and accused 
the defence of unnecessary delay in calling wit- 
neaaos, bub aa the remark about tho deceaBed 
having at some time spoken of committing 
fuicide had been heard by tho jury, he wub 
forced to consent to the poatponement, but 
demanded tho proof. Ho must „<'e tho mat- 
ter through. It was an unheard of thing 
though. 

Mr, Divia atrongly defended himself. 
Whilo he was spouking, Mr. Leamy, tho 
Crown proeocutor loft tho court, and at the 
conoluBionof Mr. Davia' remarks. 

Juatico Bole said that the counsel for tho 
Crown had left the court, and he would ad- 
journ tho sitting for 5 minutes, aa the re- 
sponsibility still rested on the oourt. 

Tho court sat again after .'iu minutes 
delay. Mr. Davis road an affidavit from 
tho prisoner's brother, A. Lobb, attornoy, 
of Toronto, showing that 'tho witnesses re- 
tarred to wero early sent lor and ho had no 
idea that they would not huvo boon hore 
then. Copies of n number of telegrams 
wero road, alao a stutoment thut ono of tho 
witnesses told Mr. A. Lobb thab Mrs. Lobb 
had aaid that if her husband started drink- 
ing again aho would commit auicido. 

Justice Bolo aaid that thero was no alter- 
native but to udj ,urn tho court till Tues- 
day. 

A Juror— Wo want all tho evidence in, 
my Lord. 

Juatico Bolo — I thought I waa speaking to 
intelligent, burm n i men, This remark 
proves it. Itia o.aoof life or death and 
wo must do our duty. 

Tho oourt is adjourned until 10 o'clock on 
Tuesday morning 

F0BB1DDEN FRUIT. 

Inspector E. M. l'ulmer Condemns Borne Iilg 
Consignments of Diseased Apples 
nnil Ptiirs. 

A very iargo conaignmonb of fruit from 
Qalt, Onb, , waa oondomncd yoHterday by 
Mr. R. M. Palmor, inBpootor of fruit posts. 
British Columbia for a long time has beon 
used us a sort of dumping ground for poor 
Eastern und American fruit ; but tho action 
taken sinco tho provinoial horticultural act 
wub passed to havo a rigid inspection of all 
fruit imported into the province, is quickly 
putting a atop to that Bort of thing. Tho 
condomnod fruit consists of -160 burrels of 
various varietiea of applet, Aeido from tho 
fact that tho apples are badly infeotod with 
codlin moth and fungus spots, they aro 
moatly small minerable things that should 
never have boon shipped aa marketable 
fruit. Even on tho edges of tho barrels 
wholn colonicB of oodlin moth have formed, 
Tho ehipperB will got a pretty expensive 
lesaon, as tho freight alono on the consign- 
ment foots up aomothing over $1, 000, Two 
hundred boxes of Oregon apples and pears 
have also been condemned In tho last day or 
two on accountof tho oodlin moth and San 
JosobcUo. Theonergetia action cf tho do- 
partmont in condemning diseased fruit will 
have a very beneficial effect in protecting the 
publio and will tend materially to raise the 
standard of fruit sold In tho province,

THE GOMISG SESSION. 

The firat seBaion of tho new Houbo will be 
opened to-morrow. Tho greater number of 
the members were in the city yesterday, and 
many ooDjeoturea wore made aa to what is 
to be tho policy of the Government and the 
work that has been out out for tho LegiBla 
ture to do. Some of tho surmises were no 
doubt near the mark, and others were 
exceedingly wild. \Yo do not think that 
it roquirea any very unuau.il amount 
of discernment to see that the Logialature 
waa called together at an early, day to ratify 
as soon aa possible tho unusual and un- 
locked for expenditure which waa necessi- 
tated by tho Fraser river Moods. Thore 
will of course be some mention mado of 
those floods in tho Speech from the Throne, 
and Hia Honor will be fully justified in 
directing the attention of the House to the 
beneficent efi'ecta that the timely aid ren- 
dered by the Government produced. 

It may bo shown that the business de 
preBaion which has been felt all over the 
world haB had its effect on the rovenue of 
the Province, causing it to be leas than waa 
expected. 

It is more than probablo that the mem- 
bers will be reminded by the Governor that 
there is a bright side to tho picture, that the 
proapoct for tho Provinco is cheering. He 
can tell them that coal mining ia, 
on account of tho increased de- 
mand, likely to bo brisk, that 
the outlook for tho ininera in Kootenay 
is moat hopeful, that in Cariboo a mining 
revival has commenced that bids fair to pro 
duoe the moat bonoficial results, and that 
the fishermen and tho sealers havo had a 
good year. Something, perhaps, wilt be 
a»itl iu the Speech about the miaaion of the 
Actornoy-Geueral to Ottawa and what he 
has been ablo to accomplish towards 
bringing about a speedy settlement 
of the dispute!) rolativo to lands 
in the Railway Belt. It ia to bo 
hoped that tho rumora aa to tho auo- 
cess of Mr. Diivio'a misaou have been 
well founded. His Honor may ox 
press a hope that a comprehensive scheme 
for the defence of tho lands in tho Fraser 
River Valley against Hoods and tho reclama- 
tion of largo tracts of Lino land in that valley 
will be an accomplished fact in tho near 
future. Ho may, too, oiler congratulation on 
the establishment) of a Norwegian colony in 
tho Bella Coola Valley, and Bpoak of the 
fulfilment of tho roasouublo expectations 
to which that auspicious event has given 
rise. It would not bo ut all surprising if Hiu 
Honor mado somo allusion to tho Royal 
CommiBoion, and tho triumphant exonera- 
tion of his Government from all blame with 
respect to the Nakusp & Slocan railroad 
transaction, although it is not likely ho will 
say anything about tho sorry figuro which 
tho accusers of his ministers cut before that 
Commission. 

It is to be hoped thafcumong tho measures 
foreBhadowod iu tho Speooh thore will be 
one providing for tho bettor government of 
citioa. Thero will, no doubt, bo much im- 
portant businoos douo during tho session — 
whii.;; ia not expoetod to be long— that will 
give tho now members an opportunity of 
proving thoir fitneas for tho position they 
havo beonolected to fill. 



REINSTATED. 



Tho citizens of Victoria are, wo aro euro, 
glad to loarn that tho Post OHioo em- 
ployes lately suupondod havo been ro- 
inBtatod. Tho sympathy with tho mon was 
general, and it was warm. Thoy had per- 
formed thoir duties faithfully and dili- 
gently, and with great acoeptauco. Wo do 
not romonibur at this moment to havo hoard 
that fault was over found with any one of 
them. Tho work of tho oarriers ia not by / 



any meana light, and it requires for its 
proper performance qualities that are nob 
always found in tho same person. Tho Post- 
master had been particularly happy in hia 
ohoice of oarrierB. When it was found that the 
provisional allowance whioh theae mon had 
earnod many times over had been withhold 
from them the feeling againat the Post Office 
Department wub very Btrong. Thero wbb, 
aa may have been observed in Ottawa, no 
diatinotion of party among thoae who ex- 
pressed thoir disapproval of the inaction of 
the Postmaster-General. Conservatives 
woroqaite aa indignant aa Liberals, and the 
men who generally take no part in politics 
felt as strongly and apoke aa feelingly as tho 
moat zoaloua of the party men. The truth is 
tho Benao of justice of the oltizenB was out- 
raged and thoy did not hesitate to Bpeak aB 
they felt. In thoir indignation they wore 
not so unjuat as to blame the representatives 
of the oity in the House of Commons. They 
all know thatCol.PriorandMr.Earlohaddoue 
evorythiDg thoy oould to got justice done to 
tho hardworking employes, and that it was 
in no senso their fault that tho men had not 
been paid what hud boon promised them. 

We have no doubt that tho employes will 
bofore many daya get tho full allowance with 
all arroars. Even that appears to us not to 
be enough. It is, wo are satisfied, a mistake 
to place lotter carriers, who must bo strong 
mon fit to trudge through tho streets in all 
kiudo of weather, on tho samo footing 83 ro- 
gardapay aB junior clerks. Ahoy of six- 
teen or so is not cupiblo of properly per- 
forming tho duties of a lobter carrier. 
It requires a full grown man, possessed both 
of onorgy and intolligonco, to do the work 
aa it ought to bo done. To require such a 
man to do suoh work on tho samo pay as a 
lad who is kept in tho office doing simple 
and light work, appears to us to bo unjust 
in the extreme. It may bo said, and it ia 
wo believo said, that tho Department can 
get plenty of mon to do the work for tho 
money. This, we submit, ia not a proper 
anawer. The Government ahould see to it 
thut its servants are fairly paid aocording 
to tho kind of work thoy aro required to do. 
It ia not for it to tuko advantage of men's 
necessities and give them inadequate pay 
because they are o'oligod to take 
such pay or starve. The Government 
wantB good mon in its Bervioe who can be 
depended upon to do good work ungrudg- 
ingly. It should not bo extravagant, but it 
should bo just. To require men who aro 
physically fit to do tho work of letter-oar- 
riers, and who possesa the moral and educa- 
tional qualifications to fill the poaition credi- 
tably, to work for thirty or even forty dollars 
a month, ia not doing what ia fair. They can- 
not live decontly in this city on that pit- 
tance. 



tanta of other parta of tho Ialand of Vancou- 
ver, and wo are a little mistaken if It will 
not bo productive of other and more aubstan- 
tial results. When they oome back again, 
which will we hope be soon, they will bo 
sure of a most hearty wolcome. 

A BAD GUAR A OTER. 

Somo may thiuk that the denunciations of 
Tammany Hull wirepullers which were, pre- 
vious to tho United States eleotions, pub- 
lished in some of tho papero of the Demo- 
oratio party, wore tho spiteful utterancos of 
disappointed and jealous politicians, and 
that the men oondomncd in auoh V6ry strong 
torma aro no worse than thoir Republican 
neighbors and follow-Domoc-atB. But in- 
quiry must ahow thot Buch a conclusion is 
altogother too charitable. The revelations 
that have been made before tho Lexow com- 
mitteo prove that Now York haB 
been for many years under the 
rule of aa corrupt and aa unscrupu- 
lous a sot of men as ever at- 
tained placo and power. Disloyalty to 
Tammany Boems to bo almost tho onlyorimo 
they recognizod and punished, and loyalty 
to Tammany covered tho basest vices and 
tho moat corrupt practices. Prom all that 
wo have read we buliovo that tho following 
ostimato of Tammany aud its mon is not in 
any degree exaggerated : 

To say that Tammany Hall is a gang of 
thieves is not a rhotorioal llouriiih, but an 
arithmetically accurate statement of fact. 
It is impudent for tho loader of tho organi- 
zation to talk as if tho things brought to 
light by tho Loxow oommitteo woromero in- 
cidents of Tammany government. Thoy aro 
nothing of tho kind ; they are its essouco. 
Tammany Hall is primarily an association of 
mon who uro bout upon gotting livelihoods 
or fortunes by tuxing the earnings of men 
engagod in honest industry, and also by tax- 
ing tho earnings of dishonest) induatry in tho 
form of blackmail. The force employed and 
paid to enforce tho laws and suppreas crime 
ia engaged, almost universally, ae has boon 
amply ahown, in tho sale of indulgences for 
breaking tho laws and committing crime. 

Suoh writing as this appearing in a Domo 
cratio nowepaper a fow days boforo tho oleo 
tion must have hud woight with tho better 
class of olootora in both oity and oountry 
And no doubt it did influence many of them 
If tho Democrats of New York city and New 
Y'ork state allowed themselves to mako mere 
party considerations predominant they could 
have oleoted thoir candidates by largo ma 
jorities. Rut they woro convinced that to 
do so would mako them participators in the 
orimos of the Tammany ring, and they con 
sequently voted for tho Republican candi 
dates. This, we boliovo, is tho aooret of the 
Democrat defeat in New York. Decent 
Domocrata refused to be identified with 
Tammany and its orimea any longer. 



THE GOVERNOR-GENERAL'S VISIT. 

The viait of the Governor-General and 
Lady Aberdeen to Vancouver Island has, 
we believe, been aatiafaotory to all concern- 
ed. The citizenB of Victoria and tho inhabi- 
tants of tho Island generally were glad to 
have tho opportunity of wolcoming among 
them the Repreeentativo of thoir Queen and 
hia amiable and talented wife, and thoir dis- 
tinguished guests, if appearances are not 
very doceptive, heartily enjoyed thoir visit. 

Wo believe that it dooB the inhabitants of 
tho parts of the Dominion distant from the 
Capital good to be pleasantly reminded of 
their oonnootion with Great Britain by an 
ocoaBional viait from tho Queen'a Re- 
preaentative. We are no admirer of 
a loyalty which is moroly effusive, 
neither do we appreciate very highly that 
kind of affection which never permits itself 
to givo an outward demonstration of its 
warmth and its depth. Wo bolieve that to 
give British subjects in tho remote parta of 
tho Empire an opportunity to express their 
attachment to their Sovereign, and thoir 
appreciation of the institutions of the great 
nation of which they belong, has an effect 
whioh is highly beneficial from a patriotic 
point of viow. It stirs tho spirit of nation- 
ality in them, whioh is apt to droop now and 
then, and it revives associations which it 
would bo unwise to permit to bo forgotten. 

Although tho progress of the Gov- 
ernor-General is not in this region 
of tho Par WeBt attended by the 
pomp and pageant whioh aro calcu- 
lated to remind its inhabitants of tho mag- 
nifioonco of tho Empire of which thoir coun- 
try forms a part, both Lord and Lady 
Aberdeen are worthy representatives of tho 
best and most attractive foaturo of Royalty 
in these dayB. They both poasesB in a vory 
largo measure the graciousnoas, tho kiudli 
ness and tho warm and ready sympathy 
with tho pooplo of all classes and conditions, 
which havo givon our bolovod Sovereign tho 
unbounded popularity whioh sho enjoys, 
and which have mado her long roign the 
happiest in tho annals uf Groat Britain 
When Lord and Lady Aberdeen show 
that thoy tako the most lively interest in 
all that tends to promoto tho material 
prosperity and the moral elevation of the 
pooplo of thia Province, thoy not only do 
what thoy personally conoidor their duty 
and what thoir wido Hympathioa and Uieir 
kindly natures prompt, but what is re 
quirod to mako thorn true representatives of 
Queoo Victoria. It is quite possible for a 
Governor-General to pay an official visit to 
British Columbia without in any propor and 
true eituso representing our most graoioua 
Sovereign. Bub Lord Abordoon did not 
porform his duty iu a moroly porfunatory 
manner. He did not consider that his sta- 
tion and hiu dignity requtrod him to koop 
tho pooplo at a distance, Ho mingled with 
them frooly und showed by everything that 
ho said and did that he took a lively in- 
terest in thoir welfare In the porformanco 
of liia dutieB ho was vory gracofully and 
moBt olTeotively assisted by Lady Aberdeen. 
Tho fooling ontertainod by all who were pri- 
vileged to moot them — and thoy woro vory 
many— is something warmer than more re- 
spect. The viaib of Lord and Lady Aber- 
deen will bo long and pleasantly romombored 
by tho citizens of Victoria and tho Inhabi-

Tho Victoria Fishing & Trading Co:, 
which was only reoontly organized, aro al- 
ready in shapo to begin operations. TMb 
morning tho steam sohoonor Ihiatlo, con> 
manded by Capt. W. Larglcy.formerly with 
tho C.P.N. Co. Borvico, eaila for Banks is- 
land with a full outfit and men to eatch hal- 
ibut. The old steamer Isabel bus been 
fitted up as a floating station with 
quartors for tho fishermen, and complote 
facilities for storing away tho halibut in ice. 
She will be towed to a suitable place- noar 
tho banks and will remain there during tho 
halibut fishing season, which will probably 
be until nixt March. Capt. J. L. Ander- 
son goes up to superintend the fishing opera- 
tions, and will have under him 20 fishermen 
and 13 boats. Tho Thistle, which, liko tho 
Isabel, has ampin accommodation for Btoring 
the Qab, carries 70 tona of ico mado by tire 
cold atorago company. 

Aftor aeouring a suitablo placo for opera- 
tiona tho halibut will be caught by trawls, 
and us soon aB a cargo is secured for the 
Thistle she will return and will for the rest 
of tho seuaon bo employed in carrying Bup- 
plicB to tho fishermen and bringing back 
halibut tor shipment. Most of the fish will 
bo shipped to the Boston market in carload 
loto. The Thiatlo will likely bo away fifteon 
days on the present trip. 

Tho company will not confine their opera- 
tions to halibut, but will do a general fishing 
business. After the wintor halibut seaBou 
is over salmon will uIbo bo shipped, 

MARINE MOVEMENTS. 

The " Kingston " Comes- Into Collision With 
a Freight Boat— Opening tho 
Gulf Ferry. 

A great gaping hole, over two feot 
squure, decorated the City of Kingston's 
Bide when she arrived from tho Sound yes- 
terday evening, and it was with no small 
amount of curiosity and regret that her ad- 
mirers along tho water front viewod the 
aign of diatresB. No Boonor hud the steamer 
docked than anxiouB inquirers ascertained 
what had happened so to damage the 
steamer. After leaving Soattlo yesterday, 
en routo for Viotoria, Bhe cimo into collision 
with the Mary Porley, a Bmall Bteam 
freighter plviDg on Puget Sound, and whioh 
waa bound South at the time of the accident. 
The vesaels came together at nearly 
righb anglea at about 11 o'clook 
in denae fog, neither noting the 
other's upproaoh until their vessels were a 
very short distance apart. They came to- 
gether with a tremendous orash, aB both had 
full way on. Tho Kingston was struck 
about amidships and between her guard and 
the wator lino. Her steel plates were 
broken through, and to somo distance aft 
from where they firBt oame in contact with 
tho Perley'e bow they are badly dinted. 
After the accident no time was loat (Capt. 
Roberts of the Kingston could not think of 
losing time for anything) by either vessel in 
righting damages. The Perley with a 
smashed bow made for the boach, ovidently 
being badly damaged. Tho freight aboard 
tho Kingston waa immediately Bhifted, to 
give tho steamer a list and also to 
keep her from filling. In this way 
ahe proceeded to Port Townacnd and thero 
remained for one and a half hours in putting 
on temporary patcho of canvas, planks, 
etc., over tho bole in her side. She then 
came on to Viotoriu and will continue on 
tho route until Tuesday, when tho City of 
Seattle will replace her on tho run in order 
feu allow cf repairs being mado. It ia esti- 
mated that tho Kingston ia injured to tho 
oxtont of $10,000. Where her repairs are to 
be mado is aB yet undecided, but 
it is believed that it will take 
fully three weeks or a month to 
make good all damages. Who is to blame 
for the acoident ia us yet a matter of dis- 
pute. Fortunately for the KingBton the 
Werley'a tonnage ia not preat, for had it been 
the pride of tho Sound fleet would undoubt- 
edly huvo been cut in two. As it waa tho 
Perley's prow waa just low enough to 
escape the Kingston's guard. Strange to say 
there was but little excitement on board thu 
KingBton. Tho paaeongera all acted with 
calmness and discretion.

For more than throe hours yeatorday tho 
city council were iu special session, with tho 
Mayor in tho chair and all the board pre 
sent. And oven thon they did not advance 
tho business which had brought them to 
gether beyond tho first two items on the 
list. Tho first was in referenco to the ao 
quiaition of watershed proporty at Elk lake; 
the second the problem so difficult of solu 
tion— how beat to deal with tho aooial evil, 
lb was in conueotion with tho lattor that 
the long discussion occurred, the decision 
ultimately arrivod at being to inatruub the 
police to remove women of ill repute from 
any locality in which complaint may bo 
mads ua to their presence by residents of the 
immediate vicinity. This is interpreted by 
some oi tho board at least that all houses of 
ill-fame on View, Blunchard, Douglua and 
Yates atreota, within four blookB designated 
in a letter to tho Chiof of Polioo from tho 
Roman Citholic clergy, muat bo vacated. 

There was considerable debate on water- 
works questions during tho early part of the 
meeting, the an' jout being introduced in tho 
form ot a report from City Assessor North- 
cott, who had boen asked for valuations of 
portions of the watershed proporty. Wator 
Commissioner Kaymur woa ulao preaont and 
took part in tho proceedings. 

Ald. Keith -Wilson waa in fivor of in- 
structing cho water commissioner to start at 
a given point and go round tho lake, acquir- 
ing at once tho whole of tho watershed pro- 
perty, or so much of it as there may be 
f unda available to pay for. 

Ald. Humphrey on the other hand con- 
tended that in so doing all the money pro- 
vided by tho recent adoption of tho water- 
works improvement by-law would bo ex- 
hausted, and tho improvement of tho filter- 
beds and other works necessary for the 
purification of the water— which was wnac 
the citizena wanted — would still remain in 
the unsatisfactory state of which ao much 
complaint had boon made. 

Ald Monn thought that the Importance 
of the filter-bods and the general improve- 
ment of the water should be first consid- 
ered, tho acquirement of the watershed 
being an after consideration. 

The discussion finally narrowed down to an 
expression of divided opinion, in a resolution 
by Aid. Humphrey and Vigeliua, with an 
amendment offered by Aid. Keith-Wilson 
and Lodingham. The original motion was 
to the effect that the city water commis- 
sioner bo instruoted to purchase tho pro- 
perty lyiog between stated points on the 
shores of the lake, reporting to the council 
as to each section before proceeding to the 
next. The amendment was for the acquisi- 
tion of proporty from a given point round 
as far as funds would oover, the water com- 
missioner being also required to report from 
time to time in order that the funds might 
not be unexpectedly exhausted. 

Ald. Keith- Wilson's suggestion was to 
aeb aaido the estimated cost of tho filter beds 
and other works of similar character and 
equal necessity, plaoing the sum remaining 
available at command and instructing the 
commissioner to go ahead as far as it would 
permit him to. 

Ald. Ledinoham, who as well as others 
of the board had been out at the lake re- 
cently, explained that the end lands are at 
present bad and should first be attended to, 
the central lying land being dealt with later. 

A compromise waa finally effeoted, and a 
resolution introduced by Aid. Dwyer and 
Humphrey unanimously adopted, that the 
water commissioner be instructed to pro- 
ceed with the purchase of watershed land, 
commencing at a point in section 107 
'(marked with blue pencil on tho city map) 
and follow the watershed west by tho dam, 
and thenco to the southern boundary of sec- 
tion 43, and then report to the council. 

In the event of arbitration being neces- 
eary — as it undoubtedly will — the council 
decided to request Mr. William Wilson to 
act as arbitrator for the city, while his 
nomination of Hon. Robert Beaven as um- 
pire would also be satisfactory to the 
board. 

Polico matters next coming up for con- 
sideration, His Worship the Mayor explained 
that while numerous charges were laid 
against membara of the force — drunkenness, 
neglect of duty and similar offences boiog 
laid to their oredit, or rather their discredit 
— no one would come forward and sub- 
stantiate what many were willing to state 
in conversation upon mere hearsay. This 
being the case no action could bo t&kon. 
Another subjsot with which also tho poliea 
had to do was in regard to the policy that 
the oity waB to pursue concerning the womon 
of ill repute. Four letters had boon re- 
ceived by him in thiB connection, and these, 
being read, would plaoo the board in im- 
mediate possession of the facta of the case. 

The firBt of tho communications was from 
tho Sisters of Sc. Ann's, who pointed out 
that for some time past numorous housoa of 
ill-fame have been allowod to oxiston Viow 
street, in closo proximity to their Bohool. 
This was held to bo decidedly wrong, tho 
iiiflueiice of the presonce of bad womon 
among them being moat pernicious and hurt- 
ful to tho young children. Tho Siaters aBkcd 
that theen houses bo suppressed, or, if this 
waa Impossible, that they bo at least remov- 
ed to some distant locality. 

Rov. Father Nicolayo, writinp aa admin- 
istrator of the diocfao in the abaonco from 
ihe city of Rr,. Rev. BlahopLemmona, recited 
the faots in connootion with tho removing of 
the women of ill-repute from Viow strnot 
two yearn ago, and stated that quito recent- 
ly two houses of this character in the neigh- 
borhood of St. Andrew's PreBbyterian ohurch 
had been vacated by order of the Chiof of 
Polioo, tho occupants taking up their quar- 
ters immediately afterwards in tho vicinity 
of St. Androw'a (R. C.) oathodral 
and tho St. Ann'a school for 
girls. Tho roverond father referred to 
disgraceful soones ooourrlng on View atroob 
nightly in consequence of the oharaotor of 
the objiotionable portion of its roaidonts, 
and to the shamo of compelling church goers 
to paBS bo and from serviao through a double 
row of houaea of ill-fame. In viow of tho 
ciroumatances to whioh ho referred, ho BBkod 
—tho onmmunioation waB addressed to tho 
Chiof of Polioo— that tho women now occu- 
pying housea of ill-repute in tho four blocks 
near tho oathedral be removed at once to 
some other locality ; he gave two woeka for 
action to bo taken, and announoed that if 
something wore not done in this period ho 
would next apply 'to tho oounoil, presenting 
a petition signed by two thousand Roman 
Catholics in this regard. Thia being inof- 
footual, ho proposed to appeal to tho pro- 
vincial government. 

The third letter was from Mr. John Job- 
sop, who described himself aa tho only prop 
erty owner on View street botwoon Blanoh 
ard and Douglas who had refusod to rent 
his houeoa for immoral purposes. He on 




doraed the appeal of the Staters of St. Ann 
and of the Catholic clergy, and urged that 
it waB unfair to longer compol him to lose 
tho money ho had invested in Viow street 
jroporty by permitting the neighborhood to 
je monopolized by fast womon. Reaped- 
able people could not bo induoed to occupy 
his houses as they were Buhjiotod to con- 
stant insult by drunken and sober mou who 
visited them mistaking their oharacter. Ho 
had boen offered as high aa §60 per month 
for hia premises by women of ill repute, und 
had refused to rent to them. The conse- 
quence was that his property did not return 
lifty per cent, of tho taxes and other oity 
charges upon it. If these houses were to be 
tolerated he held that it was only fair that 
other property owners should sharo the con- 
tingent losB.i Keep tho women moving, he 
said ; they lad been on View Btreot four 
years or more — it was time that some other 
section of tho oity ahould now have its turn. 

Chief Sheppard transmitted these three 
letters to the council and asked instructions 
aa to what he should do. It was a matter of 
such moment, ho commented, that he did 
not feel justified in taking the respon- 
sibility of acting in it without tho advioo of 
the counoil. 

Ald. LEDlNanAM thought that tho 
ohurohos should not seek to banish the por- 
tion of the oommunity moat in need of thoir 
sympathy and Chriatian officeB. He had 
read in the Book of Booka how " tho well 
need not a physician, but they that are 
sick." Surely it was tho mission of the 
Christian church to do what oould be done 
for the reformation of those women, rather 
than seek to send them aB far as possible 
from all church iulluonces. 

Ald. Dwyer— I think you are thinking 
of the Salvation Army now, aren't you 1 

Ald MtTNN did not sco why the Chief of 
Polico should have come to the council in 
the matter, tho council's formor power in 
polico mutters having passed to the police 
commissioners. Thoy wero the proper per- 
sons to deal with this and all kindred ques- 
tions, and were the only ones who had 
authority to aot. Tho Chief of Police 
ahould not oomo to the council f >r instruc- 
tions as to his duty ; he had the laws of the 
country to enforce, and it was not for the 
council but rather for the commissioners to 
interpret theao lawa for him if that beoime 
nooesaary. In the present case the Criminal 
oode appeared to be plain, and tho oounoil 
had no more power to deal with the subject 
than oould be olaimed by tho school trua- 
teee or the hospital board. 

The Mayok did not think that Aid. 
Munn had stated the facts quite fairly. The 
Chiof of Polico had used hia judgment in 
similar matters before, but now tho trouble 
had aasumed such largo proportiona ho 
wanted tho advice of tho council aB to ita 
policy in relation to the aocial evil. 

Ald Styles could not see why tho same 
power which the police acted under in 
ordering the inmates of tho two houses on 
Broughton street to vacate would not enable 
them to meet the present difficulty. All tho 
trouble had arisen through thia aotion— tho 
womon had been reniovod from tho neigh- 
borhood of tho Presbytorian ohurch and de- 
posited bealdo tho Roman Catholic cathe- 
dral. Very naturally tho Roman Catholic 
clergy objuotod. Ic would havo beon strange 
if they had not. 

Magistrate Macrae being called in at this 
juncture, His Worship explained to him tho 
contention of Rome of the aldermen that all 
power in tho mattor had passed to tho poliuo 

mmlsaioners. Hia Worship rcquoBtod an 
opinion on thia point. 

Thus invited to participate 'in tho discus- 
sion, the Magistrate briefly defined tho po- 
ition of ofl'ura as ho understood them. 
Though tho keoping, occupation or frequent- 
ing of Iioubos of illfumo is against tho law 
of Canada, still that law has beon most rea- 
sonably interpreted throughout all tho citicB 
of Canada aB olaowhoro in tho world. Tho 
ity of Victoria waa no exception to tho 
genoral rule. For years the council had in- 
fercntially, if not dlrootly, instruoted the 
polico to interpret tho law with discretion, 
only interfering with houses of this charac- 
ter on thoir becoming disorderly or a oom- 
mon nuisance A crisis had arisen upon a 
request for a wholoialo weeding out, and 
the Chief of Polioo had oomo to the counoil 
— ub the body charged with tho considera- 
tion of all matters concerning tho good gov- 
ernment and oonduot of the oity — to know 
whai policy it was tho council's wiah to have 
pursued in tho futuro. The police commis 
aionors wore roeponaible for tho discipline 
and eflioionoy of tho f jroo, but they wore 
not looked to tojformulato tho policy of the 
oounoil. It waB, thorofore, for the 
oouncil to Bay whether or nob thoy 
desired to continue to interpret the law in 
thia particular as it had beon interpreted in 
tho past, or did they Bay to tho polioo — 
carry out tho law ae it is upon tho statuto 
book, clear the town of all places of thia 
oharaotor. If the latter, ho was prepared 
to givo tho oouncil the assurance that in- 
structions would bo obt yed to tho letter, 
and ut onco. It had boen at bib suggestion 
that tho Chief of Polico had Bought tho 
advice of the oounoil in thia matter ; it was 
a matter in wbioh that officer should not bu 



askod to assume responsibility. If now the 
oouncil said " Close tup these placea," the 
l*w wub strong enough to cIobo all of them 
within a fortnight. The women would loave 
or they would all bo sent to jail — for Bix 
months if noceesary — to teach them tho 
lesson. It was not a pleasant aubject to 
discuss, and had it not boon for it a«auminp 
aiah large proportions the oounoil would 
never havo had it brought before ttjem. 
Now tho polico asked instructions aa to the 
line of policy it waa for them to purauo — 
neither the Chief of Police nor tho police 
commissioners dosirod to attempt to dictate 
ita policy to the counoil. 

Discussion followed upon tho experiences 
of other cities of tho coaat in similar emer- 
gencies, and it was agreed that in point of 
order, Bohriety and general behaviour on the 
part of its objeottonable class of women Vic- 
toria would stand comparison most favor- 
ably with any other seaport town of similar 
aize and situation. There waa no diasenting 
voice when the opinion waa expressed that 
these houses are an evil whose necessity 
Wst for the present at least be admitted ; 
the only question waa how best to deal with 
and control it. Aid. Munn and Lodingham 
said that they would be quite willing to 
assume their share of responsibility in tak- 
ing definite aotion but for their confident 
belief that the law and the police commis- 
sioners should bo sufficient authority for the 
police. Aid. Dwyer thought that if the law 
was not to be enforced it ahould be taken 
from the statute book. 

Ald. Keith Wilson finally brought the 
discussion down to a definite proposition. 
After referring to the experiences of Port- 
land, Tacoma, Seattle and the city of Edin- 
burgh in Scotland in similar situations, he 
said that if the polioo were to remove these 
people from the neighborhood of the Catho- 
lio cathedral ho thought it might meet the 
difficulty for the present. The womon hud 
to live ; the council could not order that 
they all should bo killed, and if they lived 
they must lire somowhere. Neither could 
tho counoil order thorn to leave the city ; the 
most the council oould do was to direct the 
police to confine them to the least objection- 
able localities and to see to it that good 
ordor waB preserved among them. The oc- 
cupants of the houses near the Presbyterian 
church should certainly not have taken up 
their residence in the neighborhood of the 
Catholic cathedral, and if thoy wero to leave 
this now locality ho thought it might dis- 
pose of the complaint. 

The Magistrate explained that they had 
been specially advised not to go to View 
street. 

The Mayor— But it is not these two 
houses alone that exoeption ia taken to. 
Rev. Father Nioolaye'o letter is clear and 
explicit. He complaina of every faat houao 
in four defined blocks, and aayB that if ull 
are not vacated by the preaentclaBS of occu- 
panta within two wooke a monster petition 
on tho subjoot will be presented to tho coun- 
oil. And then ho makes a throat that if 
action ia not taken thon he will appeal to 
tho provincial authorities. 

Tho debate continued over much the same 
ground that had already beon overed, and 
it waa then moved by Aid K<-lth-WiIson, 
seconded by Aid. Dnyer, that tho Chiof of 
Polico bo instructed to removo the inmates 
of any house or houoeb of ill repute of which 
eomplaiut may havo boon made by tho roar 
dents of tho immediate locality. 

Ald. Munn and Lodingham offered aa 
an amendment a roaolution that : ' although 
neither tho direction of tho polico nor tho 
administration of tho law iB vested in thiB 
muuioipal [counoi 1 , thia board ia neverthe- 
less of opinion that tho lawH for tho preser- 
vation of decency and order and t ho pro- 
tection of life and proporty should at all 
times bo enforced by the police without in- 
structions from this council " 

The original motion prevailed, tho vote 
being five to three, and immediately after- 
wards tho council adj mrned, Aid. Stylos 
romarking, 

" That aottles it. That moans tho polico 
are to clear out those four blocks, and then, 
when other complaints come in, the roat of 
tho oity."

To morrow the New Provincial Legis- 
lature Will Be Convened With 
Fitting Ceremonies. 

The Members and Their Periods of 
Service- Spenk»r to Be 
Chosen. 



Obediont to tho eummona to aBaomble ot 
tho Capital for tho despatch of business, tho 
members-elect of tho Beventh parliament or 
Legislative Assembly of tho Province of 
British Columbia havo during the past woek 
boon Btoadily arriving, and whon His Honor 
Lieutenant-Governor Dowdney visits tho 
ohombor, as ho is timed to do, at o'clock 
to morrow afternoon, thoro will be probably 
not more than ono absentee. Preparations 
havo been made for tho ceromonies fitting 
for auch an occasion, and as usual all tho 
space which can possibly be Bpared will bo 
set apart in tho hall for tho fair visitor) 
who on the opening day delight in favor- 
ing tho assembly with thoir prosence. 
Tho limited accommodation of tho 
present antiquated building, of course, is 
sufficient for only a Bmall proportion of thoao 
who would like to attend, and tho iovitation 
li3t has had to be curtailed accordingly. 
Tho galleries are quito sure to heccowded to 
their utmost, capacity with sightseer of tho 
male etx, and ono will have to bo ,e*rly to 
secure admission there. 

Tho interesting ceremony of eleotiog a 
Speaker will bo tho first business of the 
Assembly, for until that if dono His Honor 
cannot, in accordance with oil-powerful pro 
cedent, deliver hia Spot ah from the Throne. 
I: in coLtidently exptctod that the op:; 1 *" 
of tho laBt parliament, Hon. D. W. Higgins, 
will again bo tho choice of tho mem- 
bers, a circumstance nono tho leBB 
likely from the fact that Mr, Semlin, the 
formally ohosen loader of the present oppo- 
sition, four years ago seconded tho motion 
to entrust to Mr. Higgina tho duties which 
ho has sinco so efficiently performed. Should 
thia business bo disposed of without dissent 
or delay, His Honor will no doubt mako a 
second appearance in the houso a few 
minutoa later and deliver tho spoeoh atating 
tho business for whioh parliament has been 
summoned. Tho prayers with which the 
proceedings opon every other day aro not in 
order on that of tho oponing until after tho 
speech has been made ; and then His Lord- 
ship tho liishop of Columbia, Right Rov. 
W. W. Perrin, will offer prayer for Divine 
blesBing on tho deliberations of the mem 
bora. 

In tho new Assembly there aro three mem- 
bers who Bat in the first after confederation, 
which met in 1871. These are MoBsra 
Booth, Semlin, and Hunter, but each one of 
them has had a break in his service. The 
late loader of the opposition, Hon 
Robt. Beaven, alone had been u member of 
the house continuously from its first exist 
enco. He will no doubt be of all the retired 
members the most missed, though tho ab 
Benoe(of Hon. F. G. Vernon leaveB also a 
groat gap and will bo a oauso of general re 
gret. Nearly half the last house has disap- 
peared, as thore aro fifteen new mombera.

A SERIOUS OIIAROE 

Two Real Kstate Men Arrested for Alleged 
Oblalnliiir of Money Under 
False Pretences. 

Lito ou Friday night Moaora. Job. A. 
Winnott and Georgo A. Cooper, well known 
real estate men, wero arrested on a warrant 
charging thorn with " falsely pretending to 
Philip Brander EteBon that they wero 
ageuiB for tho owner of oertaln landn known 
as part (five acroe) of section 21, Victoria 
Arm, with authority from the owner to soli 
tho lands at tho prioo of 5215 per acre, by 
moans of whioh said false representation and 
pretence they obtained from tho said Philip 
Brauder EteBon hia check for §150 by way 
depoBit on June 17, and fraudulently appro- 
priated tho prooeoda." The case came up 
in tho pollco court yeaterday morning, Mr. 
R. F. Elliott apdeariog for tho proBocutor, 
and Mr S. Porry Mills for the defence. Mr. 
Perry stated that he had only beon consulted 
that morning, but from what ho had 
gathered, assuming tho very worst, and 
even if hia clients had had no authority to 
act as agents in tho aalo of the land, the 
matter waa or* for a civil remedy, and a 
criminal nhaf^e should not havo beon laid. 
Hia clients were quito prepared to hand 
back the §150 paid on acoount, and the 
matter might bo settled out of court. 

Mr. Elliott did not object to this, but 
without prejudico to hiB client's legal inter- 
ests if the matter was not Bettlod. 

When tho court mot agoin at 2 o'clock 
the Police Magistrate Bald be could not Bee 
hia way clear to allow the charge to bo 
withdrawn without having any knowlodgo 
of tho facts. 

Mr. Elliott stated tho faota of his case to 
tho following effect : That the defendants 
had offered to sell the land in question to 
prosecutor, who paid over a chock for $150 
on account ; tho land was to be $215 an 
acre. Ho had Binco discovered that thoy 
were not agents of tho owner of tho land, 
aud had no authority to reoeivo tho monoy 
on aooount of the purchase. That by tak- 
ing the ohook they had aoted under falao 
pretonoes ond with intent to defraud. 

Mr. MiIIb, on the othor eldo, oontended 
that tho defendants hod authority from Mr, 
A. Dumbleton to offer tho laud for aalo for 
$175 per aero, and were to receive 03 com- 
mission whatever thoy oould mako by sell- 
ing at a higher figure Believing them- 
solves to havo such authority, they agreed 
to Bell tho land for S215 por acre, and re- 
ceived tho SI 50 on acoount. Thoy had then 
paid Mr. Dumbloton $10 on account uf 
their purchase from hia client tt- j8 
owner. For somo reason Mr. DumVle- 
ton had been unablo to complete tho 
purchase to Winnett fe Cooper. But oe- 
auming that tho dofendantV, cvideiioo on this 
point was aontradicted and the prosoontor 
had Buffered damage for non completion of 
eale, the remedy for tho proaeoutor wob a 
civil ono on the ground of an implied war- 
ranty that they had authority to oontraot 
with tho proaecutor as agenbs of tho owner 
of the property. Undor those circum- 
BtancoB they might bo liable to damages in a 
civil action. 

Tho magiatrote refusod to allow a 
settlement until he bad an opportun- 
ity to fuily investigate the matter, ond 
adjourned the caso till Friday for that pur- 
pouo. Defendants wero admitted to bail, 
each giving poraonal aeoutity for $250, and 
two sureties ot $125 each.
